source of income is placed by the 
;overnment below the actual unem- 
ployed total. 


The government has extended vir- 


utally all of its appropriations for 
public works, amounting to approxi- 
mately $55,000,000 and is planning 
o ask congress to permit greatly 
ncreased expenditures so as to give 
ncreased employment.

The fate of 200 men on a level

FIRST SERVICE IN '55 


The first Episcopal services in Ap-

Eemper in 1855, according 
to the earliest parish register and 
during 1856 the Rev. Charles C. Ed- 
munds, then a missionary In charge 
of St. Stephen church at Menasha, 
conducted services several tunes. In 
October, .1857, Bishop Kemper con- 
firmed three persons. In 1859 Edwin 
Atkinson was licensed as lay reader 
and the services of the'church were 
said in such rooms as the congre- 
gation was able to secure. In I860 
legal steps were taken for Incorpora- 
tion, with Edwin Atkinson, William 
Lawe Malone, Sam Ryan, Jr., L. L. 
Rondale, William Johnston, R. P. 
Eaton and T. G. Reed as signers of 
the articles of Incorporation still on 
file at the court house. 


The Rev. Simeon Palmer, the first 


regular missionary, began- his -ser- 
vices in July, 186|,-in th&'courthouse, 
with the missions'of "Menasha> and 
Butte-des Morts also in his "charge. 
A lot of land on the east side of Ap"- 
pleton-st between * College-ave" -and 
Edward-st donated by Amos Law- 
rence, founder of Lawrence college 
and a vestryman In the Boston Epis- 
copal church and a second lot on the 
same street donated by Perry Smith, 
opened preparations for the building 
of a new church in 1864. The Revt 
Palmer, who was directing the build- 
ing of the church, died from typhoid 
fever shortly after JJie cross had 
been placed on the tower of the 
church and work was not resumed 
until 1865. 


CONSTRUCTION HALTED 


Because of cold weather, construc- 


tion was discontinued during the 
pastorship of the Rev. Palmer's suc- 
cessor, the Rev. L. P. Tschiffeley. 
In the spring of 1865 Rev. Tschiffeley 
was called to Green Bay and the Fev. 
George Gibson was assigned to the 
Appleton church. 


The first 
service in the new 


church was held on Christmas Day, 
1865, and on Easter, 1866, it was en- 
tirely completed, at a total cost of 
56,000. A church school was started 
that year. 


Rev. Gibson was succeeded, by the 


Rev. Jerome A. Davenport and dur- 
ing his administration the church 
enlarged their real estate holdings 
to 204 feet on Appleton-st and 80 
feet 
on Edward-st, 
The 
entire 


church indebtedness was paid off 
under Rev. Davenport's leadership. 


The Rev. E. Peake succeeded Rev. 


Davenport and It was during his ad- 
ministration the parish record shows 
the first regular payment of a sal- 
ary, ?500 a year. For a while after 
tils the church was dependent upon 
supply services conducted bv the 
Rev. J. Jj.

To be 
unwilling to do this would be to ad- 
mit that Christianity would not be 
able to stand such a test. The mis- 
sionary must set worth with the spir- 
t of receiving as well as giving." 


Discussing the problem of religion 


n India, the speaker said that Chris- 
:lanity will be absorbed only after 
India ias progressed industrially and 
educationally. Ninety per cent of the 
men and 98 per cent of the women 
cannot read or write in their own 
vernacular, he said in pointing- out 
;he educational problem. 


In Japan, youth is turning away 


from old traditions despite the na- 
tion's continued allegiance to the old 
'aiths,' the board was told by the 
S.ev.

\glish get quite some satisfaction out of 
printing news items concerning Ameri- 
can tribulations, but that is an ele- 
ment of human nature, not confined 
to the English but generally found the 
world over. All countries suffering 
from economic depression seem to wel- 
come anything approaching a similar 
situation in the United States and sim- 
ply because misery loves company. 
One thing in England which all par- 
ties seem _to agree about, Liberal, 
Conservative and Labor, is that Amer- 
ica is suffering from a wild wave of 
criminal excesses and that the United 
States has completely failed to main- 
tain internal law and order, some think 
. because Americans generally are indif- 
ferent to crime except such crime as 
may directly concern themselves, that 
the trouble is that we don't care a rap 
about what happens. The Daily Herald 
advances the careful opinion that our 
prohibition law has bred all our law- 
lessness and takes it for granted that 
people can hardly look out their win- 
dows without seeing a shooting affray 
on some street corner. Certain" it is 
that since we have had prohibition it 
seems to be increasingly unpopular 
abroad, for when the idea of-prohibi-- 
tion is mentioned to a European he 
invariably points to this country as 
the glaring example of the terrible 
havoc prohibition works. • The Man- 
chester Guardian is more charitable. 


*- It looks upon the American crime wave 


as "part of a worldwide wave of law- 
lessness following in the train of the 
war" and concludes that the difficul- 
ty "is that the principles on which our 
elaborate social organization was built 
up have collapsed." 


Like most generalizations, and Ihe 


Guardian's is a popular one, it fails to 
point out in what respect these prin- 
ciples have collapsed, to say nothing 
about even mentioning the principles 
b'y name. If more critics would be def- 
inite, in their criticism our lawmaking 
bodies might pick;up the thread^and 
weave it into a; new social fabric of 
such strength as to withstand social 
disorders. The trouble is that "each 
critic has a particular idea of his own, 
most often-the result of his own pet 
theories, likes or dislikes. The wet will 
tell you that prohibition is the cause of 
it all and the dry will say that were it 
not for prohibition the situation would 
be worse; the socialist will" say that 
there is not a sufficient distribution 
of wealth in America, only to be told 
by the opposition that the distribution 
of wealth in America is the fairest to 
be found in the world. The real truth 
of it probably is that we get just as 
good a government as we deserve, that 
most crime is fostered by a corrupt 
political situation or an unenlightened 
one, and since the real power of gov- 
ernment is in the hands of the people, 
they have only themselves io blame 
for such miscarriages as naturally re- 
sult from their own indifference. 


No one should envy England any 


relish it may get out of American 
foibles. With millions idle, the same 
millions who have been in that con- 
dition for twelve years, and not a gleam 
of relief in sight, the Englishman is 
entitled to try at least to get a smile 
.or.even a smirk out of the troubles

Today's Anniversary 


^BATTLE OF TRAFALGAR 


On Oct. 21, 1805; Napoleon gave up whatever' 


plans he had of invading England 
when the 


allied French and Spanish fleets were badly de- 
feated by Lord Nelson, British admiral, off Cape 
Trafalgar. The victory not only gave England a 
memorable naval victory but prestige of the 
seas, "which it has since maintained. 


The day before the battle the allied fleet of 


33 ships ventured to put to set, but they were 
met by Nelson with 27 ships. The British ad- 
miral had' previously watched their maneuvers 
and sensed their movements Immediately. 


Before the-fight started. Nelson gave his fam- 


ous -s'ignal, "England expects that every man 
will do his duty-' After a d_esperate fight, 18 of 
the enemy ships were captured and the rest"dis- 
persed. Nelson was mortally wounded and his 
last words were, "Thank God, I have done • iny 
duty." 


The importance of Nelson's victory may be 


had from this appreciation: "At Trafalgar, they 
(tha allied fleets) had plenty of room to man- 
euver . . . yet they could not escape, such, was 
the paralyzing effect of Nelson's tactics' . . . 
Nelson had solved a problem that had puzzled 
British aoiriirals for a century—namely, how to 
prevent the French making off while most of 
their fleet'was still more or less intact. For this 
reason -Trafalgar is regarded as the grestest of 
naval battles, and Nelson as the greatest of ad- 
mirals."

Believe India Princes9 


Days Are Numbered Now 


BY JAMES P. HOWE 


Bombay —(XP)— The days or the 


Indian princes are numbered, say the 
National Congress party leaders who 
are carrying on Mahatma Gandhi's 
campaign for independence. 


Gandhi long has contended 
that 


existence of the Indian self-govern 
ing states Is a serious hindrance to 
complete independence for .British 
India and 
the 
Congress scheme 


makes provision lor "attending" to 
tho ruling chiefs soon after the Na 
tionalists come into power. 


The princes naturally want no 


such change of government. While 
they have a number of grievances 
against Great Britain in the present 
struggle they are loyal to the Brit- 
ish empire and in no mood to place 
themselves and their subjects under 
an elected Indian parliament. 


There 'are nearly 600 Indian states 


with a population of 70,000,000, em- 
bracing the widest variety of terri- 
tory and jurisdiction. The area of 
the states is a good one-third of the 
whole of India. They vary in size 
from Lawa, covering only 19 square 
mile, to Hyderabad, which Is almost 
as-large as Italy and has 13,000,000 
people. 


The Iidian princes have become 


greatly concerned by the spread of 
Gandhi's civil disobedience campaign 
and the Maharaja of Bikaner has ap- 
peled to his colleagues to take ad- 
vantage of the round table conference 
in London next October. At the same 
time the Maharaja of Udaipur issued 
a clarion call for peace. 


'I earnestly appeal to my coun- 


trymen in general and to Rajputs in 
particular for loyalty and to take 
a firm stand on the side of the gov- 
ernment an to do what they can to 
terminate all movements calculated 
to defy law and order," said 
the 


Udaipur manifesto. 


In a statement favoring the rule 


of Britain the Maharaja of Bikaner 
said: "If the round table conference 
is to do good and aid in satisfac- 
torily solving the problems of In- 
dian states, it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the Indian problem 
should be handled, on non-party lines 
by -which alone can we hope to see 
India and Great Britain once again

ITSELF, IT SEEMS 


Federal Reserve Board No 


Expected to Take Extra 
ordinary Action 


BY J. C. R01HLB 


Copyright, 1930, By Cons. Press 
Wasbington-r(CPA)— Expectatio: 
that some extraordinary action b 
the federal reserve board or the fee 
eral reserve banks •will patch up th 
business fabrics and obliterate th 
depression is unwarranted. This i 
the opinion expressed by individua 
financiers who have conferred her 
•with reserve board members and b> 
government officials. 


Dr. Ralph A. Young:, of the financ 


and investment division of the de 
partment of commerce, said todaj 
that a central banking1 system, even 
though it has abundant reserves, i 
often quite unable in times of de 
presslon to exercise any influence in 
increasing1 the amount of currency 
and credit in use or in "bringing u] 
the prices of commodities. 


"All a central bank can do," in 


said, "is to lower its discount rat 
for the benefit of the "business com 
munity. If at that lower rate more 
currency and credit are not called fo 
by 
the 
commercial banks 
an< 


through them fay business concerns 
•whose financial condition warrants 
the extension of credit, there- is no 
apparent" way of injecting1 more cur 
rency into circulation or of increas 
ing bank credits." 


Dr. Young ma intains, and many f i 


nanciers agree with him, that the ac 
thai use of currency or'bank credi 
does not increase by virtue of the 
fact that central hank holdings are 
large, but he points out that excess 
bank reserves remain for the use of 
business after business has picked 
up. In other words, business can ge1 
plenty- of money when business is 
good. 


FUND DEMAND DROPS 


"The typical business depression,'1 


he continued, "naturally brings with 
it a reduced demand on the part ~5\ 
manufacturers and merchants for 
currency and bank credit. They arc 
' curtailing rather than expanding 
their operations and if prices have 
fallen, the amount of money anc 
credit required to conduct a given 
operation is less than before. Under 
these circumstances, interest rat"t 
so far as they apply to loans consid- 
ered safe by bankers and other lend- 
ers, naturally decline. 


Such" a reduction in interest rates, 


however, ultimately reacts favorably 
in encouraging1 borrowing, whi'e at 
the same time low prices tend ulti- 
mately to bring about a revival of 
demand "both on tbe-part of consum- 
ers of finished products and of man- 
ufacturers and others who use raw 
materials." 


As Dr'. Young- jDutlmes the situa- 


tion, the ratio of gold reserve of the 
central banks of the United States 
and- other countries to their lia.ln'i- 
ties is higher than it was a year ago. 
He _ adds that while the increase in 
the ratio of gold and other reserves 
tod, the amount of paper, credits and 
currency outstanding represents in 
a sense a strengthening of the posi- 
tion of the_oentral banks, it does not 
indicate-good—business - conditions. 
Such^a position, he says, is brought 
about on the one hand by a lack of 
demand-for currency and-bank cred- 
its and on the other hand by a lack 
of confidence on the part of the 
banks in the ability of -would-be bor- 
rowers -to repay their loans. 


"^Business therefore seems likely to 


have to work out its own salvation, 
without any spectacular assistance 
from the federal reserve system, no 
matter how anxious the members of 
tjjat system ^naay be to bring- about 
a-return of prosperity.

Ward Off Attacks by Rob- 
bers 


Kaukauna.— Work on a burglar 


proof interior in the Fanners and 
Merchants bank will be started with- 
in the next week, according to Hugo 
Weifenbach, president. Cages wil 
be enclosed in bullet proof glass anc 
a wire mesh. Cost of the improve- 
ment will be about ?3,000, Mr. Wei- 
fenbach stated. 


Bullet proof glass of a thickness 


of one and one-eighth inches will be 
placed in the cages in order to pro- 
tect the tellers and clerks. A steel 
wire mesh will be placed ^om the 
top of the cages to the ceiling, while 
steel-backed doors will be the only 
means of entrance to the back of the 
cages and to the vault- All windows 
in the tank also will be barred. 


Tests were taken of the bullet 


proof glass at the bank last week. 
Four bullets were shot at a piece 
from a distance of 12 feet in exact- 
ly the same spot. The bullets drilled 
halfway through the glass. 
The 


part of the bank in -which the em- 
ployes work will be entirely closed 
so that no one can gain entrance 
unless one of the doors is opened. 


This will discourage bank robbers, 


who would find it Impossible to gain 
entrance to the back part of the 
bank, as they did in the case when 
the Bank of Kaukauna was robbed 
recently, it is pointed out.

Big Yields of Alfalfa and Red 


Clover Seed Reported as 
Rule

Seymour — Farmers of Outage 


mie-co are clearing up their sugar 
beef fields, rushing their fall plow- 
ing, and neglecting their early cab- 
bage fields altogether as a result of 
no market for cabbage or offers of 
$4 per ton for occasional loads. It is 
now- quite usual to see a tractor and 
a team or two at work plowing in 
the same field. As far as threshing 
has-been done, farmers have been 
getting big yields of 'a good quality 
of alfalfa and red clover seed. A few 
farmers are husking tho surplus 
corn In the fields or drawing it to 
the cribs. 


The most successful alfalfa seed 


raiser in the county Is Walter E. 
farms. A few days ago, thJ writer re- 
ported that Wieckcrt threshed 32 
bushels of the highest grade alfalfa 
seed from eight acres. Since that re- 
port went out Wieckert has thresh- 
ed 20 bushels more, the latter the 
product of about 10 acres. Even that 
addition does not tell the entire al- 
falfa story nor will it be told at the 
present time. It Is sufficient to say 
here, that Wieckert harvested 35 
loads of excellent alfalfa hay on his 
8 acre field last summer, and let 
the second crop go to seed, By rais- 
ing his own alfalfa seed the past five 
years and 
fertilizing his 
fields 


with barnyard manure, he has made 
alfalfa a crop as reliable as marsh 
grass in a swamp. 


Edward IteBruin, town of Oneida, 


threshed 12 acres of red clover, re- 
cently, and got 52 bushels of seed of 
the best quality raised in this sec- 
tion of the state. The threshers came 
' •» do their work when Mr. De Bruin 
had to l-j,ve to serve on the jury. 
Before leaving, he left six bags with 
the threshers for holding the seed. 
When" the six bags were filled Mrs. 
De Bruin hunted up six more bags. 
When Mr. De Bruin came back home 
in the'afternoon he was compelled to 
hunt up the balance of the bags re- 
quired by his big-, unexpected yield. 
He has 
already 
marketed 3,100 


pounds of his seed. 


BALANCE IN FIELD 


William Van Handel, town of Os- 


born,- recently threshed 3 small loads 
of red clover and got 5 bushels of 
seed.- He has 3 acres of early cab- 
bage from which he sold 6 tons at 
$14 per ton. The balance of the crop 
Is in the field waiting for a market 
and higher prices than now prevail. 


Arnold Muenster, town of Osborn, 


has lately finished the construction 
of a hog- and hen house, 15 by 50 
feet, on the site of an old cement 
block building- destroyed by a cyclone 
on May 1. Throughout last summer 
and this, fall, Mr. Muenster pastur- 
ed 32 hogs -on three quarters of an 
acre of jrape. The south half of the 
rape patch is still in very good con- 
dition. Beside the rape the hogs got 
~whey in which some ground feed was 
mazecT Tn winter he" expects to" grind 
red clover hay and- use it as a sub- 
stitute for the rape pasture. He fin- 
ishes his hogs on corn. Mr. Muen- 
ster claimg that his method is the 
"best he has ever tried in the rear- 
Ing of pigs. Next spring he will have • 
a fresh crop of rape in his hog- lot. 
He says that without pasture in his 
hog- Jot, clover hay for winter, and 
whey throughout the year, he could 
not feed and raise pigs economical- 
ly. He marketed 13 hogs a. short time 
ago, and is now finishing-15 more. 
His spring seeding- of red and alsike 
clover is picking- up very rapidly as 
a result of the recent rains. He rais- 
ed 22 acres of very good corn. He 
expects to start Friday, plowing 40 
acre's, and to make short work of 
the job. A nice crop of cabbage in a

FERTILIZATION OF 
PASTURE SUGGESTED 
BY RECENT DROUGHT 


Practice, Almost Unknown in 


This Country, Encouraged 
by Dry Spell 


BY FRANK I. WELLER 


(Associated Press Farm Editor) 
New York —W)— Posture fer- 


tilization, a familiar practice in Eu- 
rope, but 
practically unknown to 


American farmers, has been encour- 
aged by the drought to make its 
debut in the great hay ana pasture 
belt where short rations threaten 
12,000,000 dairy cows. 


Eventual use of 1,000.000 tons of 


pasture fertilizer 'annually in the 
dairy region is predicted by J. B. 
Abbott, agronomist of the National 
Fertilizer association and himself 
a farmer of Bellows Falls, Vt. 


His prediction was made In an 


address prepared for a conference 
in New York October 
1C, between 


the association and the farm press 
of the nation. 


Other farmers also left their fur- 


rows to bring to Broadway 
an. ac- 


count of personal pasture demon- 
strations and acquaint farm editors 
with the economic side of the move- 
ment. 


There is more to it, they say, than 


merely sowing fertilizer and milk- 
ing the dollars out of the cow. Prop- 
er management of fertilized grazing 
land Is about as technical and com- 
plicated as production of any arble 
crop. 


Cornell university has found that 


the average feed- cost per cow day 
for ths six summer months is about 
10 cents, whereas the cost during 
six winter months is about 3S cents 
a day. 


The conclusion is drawn that In 


so far as fertilization 
can malte 


pasturage take the place of man- 
ger feeding it is profitable—proba- 
bly to the extent of 20 cents per 
cow day, 


In addition to big- savings In feed 


costs. It is pointed out, healthier 
and better pastures would go far to 
maintain the milk flow, which at 
times during the drought became 
seriously Impaired. 


In same instances the supply In 


several large cities was threatened, 
resulting In price advances to the 
consumer. 


Fertilized land, 
Abbott 
says, 


yields good grazing one to 
two 


weeks earlier and during that time 
is of maximum value because of 
complete replacement of expensive 
manner feeding. 


"With a top dressing of nitrogen 


after the first grazing, it will re- 
cover within four to five weeks and 
became available for grazing again 
just as pastures begin to get short, 


thus prolonging the Juno flush t~t 
the latter end. 


Too, fertilization 
to 
withstand 


drought and heavy grazing is most 
needed in the caso of dairy herds, 
since they must be kept within a 
working radius of the barns, which 
in Itself represents a heavy drain 
on the resources of a pasture. 


"In many sections, particularly 


in the east," Abbott says, "wo have

three Iowa newspapers charged b; 
Baker jesterday as being in a "con 
spiracy" to close his station. 


The People's Protective association 


he explained as one of many enter 
pr.ses he initiated and which he ad 
verti&ed over KTXT. He organized 
the association, he said, to combat 
anything unfair to the public. 


"I use KTNT to boost every enter 


prise in which I am engaged." he 
said, adding he used direct and indi 
rect advertising for the Baker Can 
cer institute and the sale of gasoline 
and tires. ^~ 


He said he also was one of the In 


corporators of the Progressive Pub 
hshmg company which will begin 
publishing a newspaper in Muscatine 
next month. 


ASKED FINANCIAL BACKING 
Under questioning Baker said he 


had urged people 
+o subscribe to 


stock 
in 
the 
publishing 
com 


pany and in so doing told people 
over the radio that he had "never 
lost an investment in my life". He 
said ihe company was incorporated 
for §150,000. 


Counsel Fisher took Baker to task 


for his statement that he had nev- 
er lost an Investment and asked him 
if he had not lost money in the stock 
market crash in October and Novem- 
ber of 1929. Baker replied that at the 
time of the crash he had invested in 
stocks worth $210.000 anc" that 
al- 


though he was pressed £0 protect his 
margin, he held the stocks and lat- 
er "milked the market." 
He said 


some of his investments wer^ in the 
Radio Corporation of America, and 
that he still had stock in that com- 
pany. 
, At the outset of today's hearing 
W. D. Randall, Muscatine, attorney 
for Baker, charged that Commission- 
er Counsel Fisher had attempted to 
censor programs of the radio station 
and a heated argument ensued until 
Examiner Ellis A. Yost ruled that 
Fisher had a right to question Bak 
er relative to all matters put on the 
air by Station KTNT.

Fisher charged 
£hat Baker 
had 


made scurrilous attacks upon phy- 
sicians prominent citizens in Musca- 
tine, Iowa, over Station KTNT. 


He read excerpts from radio talks 


alleged to have been made by Baker 
attacking vaccinations of persons for 
smallpox and in which Baker was 
quoted as assailing the so-called 
"medical trust." 


Baker said he could not recall the 


specific words of his talks but 
ex- 


planied he had 
discussed 
medical 


men and public matters over his sta- 
tion. He acknowledged under ques- 
tions that he had urged people In his 
radio talks to subscribe to a'maga- 
zine, "TNT," which he published and 
said he quoted the price of it and 
particularly urged drugless healers, 
osteopaths, chiropractors and similar 
practitioners to purchase the maga- 
zine.
